;  I  ^HE  exhibition  includes  paintings,  drawings, 
and  linoleum-cut  prints  by  children  between 
the  ages  of  seven  and  fourteen.  The  work  shown 
consists  of  studies  made  for  the  purpose  of  visualizing 
the  characteristic  spirit  of:  a  Classical  play — The 
Image  of  Artemis,  of  a  Mediaeval  play — Aucassin 
and  Nicolete,  and  a  Persian  play — Kai  Khosru.  The 
designs  are  based  upon  a  study  respectively  of  the 
paintings  on  Greek  vases,  of  the  illuminations  of 
Mediaeval  manuscripts,  and  of  Persian  paintings, 
and  therefore  represent  research  on  the  children's 
part  among  original  source  material  as  well  as  their 
own  technical  expression.  The  actual  stage — designs 
and  costume  sketches  are  not  included  in  the 
exhibition.  The  plays  of  The  Children's  School, 
produced  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Edith  King 
and  Miss  Dorothy  Coit,  have  attracted  wide 
attention.
